agreed upon at Versailles months and 
months ago and which was accepted 
by all the partys, beligerent except 
America. 
What has the long waiting 
with its consequent cost to us and to 
others gained? 
Is Germany granted 
better terms than those in the first 
document? 
Does 
America 
receive 
more? Is the world benefited a single 
iota by the paper signed in Berlin 
Thursday? No, to all these questions. 
What then does this new treaty pro­ 
vide? 
Read and wonder and—laugh, 
if you will. Here is the entire thing in 
a nut shell as set forth in the docu­ 
ment itself which is quoted verbatim 
as follows:

The formation of a definite plan 
for standardizing the life certificate 
will he undertaken by a committee 
of the department of state superin­ 
tendents of the National Education­ 
al Association, Mr. Baker stated. 
Superintendent Baker is a member 
of this committee and is at the 
present time formulating a tenta- 
j live plan. 
The conclusions of the 
| committee will be presented to the 
| superintendents at the meeting of 
the National Association ot New 
Orleans next February. 
“If the plan devised by the com­ 
mittee is not acceptable to the su­ 
perintendents, at the annual meet­
